FIGHT ONLY TO PROTECT SELF 


Thirty Dro wned in Hudso n Riv er Bo a t Disa ster 


Mexican Secretary Says His 
Cou ntry Not Seeking War 
—Charge of Intervention 
In Nicaragu a To Antagon­ 
ize the United States Held 
Grou ndless, Scou ts W ar 
Talk—Protection W o u i d 
Be Only Incentive To Re­ 
sort To Arms With the U. 
S. He Declares. 


In a statement 
given 
it Tu esday 
night at the Mexican embassy, Aaron 
Saenz, Mexican secretary of foreign 
relations, branded as “grou ndless” the 
charge that Mexico has intervened in 
Nicaragu a to offset the policy or in 
terests of the United States 
in that 
cou ntry. 
Discu ssing application of the new 
Mexican petroleu m and land laws, he 
said that Mexico had “freely and re­ 
peatedly declared that neither 
with 
the enforcement of her law in the m at­ 
te r of petroleu m, nor with the inforce- 
m ent of any other law, shall she in 
violation of an international du ty fail 
to recognize 
rights 
legitimately ac 
qu ired by any person." 
Senor Saenz, who 
refrained from 
making direct reference to President 
Coolidge’s message 
to congress 
of 
Monday, said that elements hostile to 
the Mexican government were seeking 
to misrepresent Mexico’s Nicaragu an 
policy and to make it appear that ap 
plication of the petroleu m laws wou ld 
resu lt in the ignoring of prior rights 
legitimately requ ired by an American 
citizen. 
“ Any 
person 
familiar 
with 
the 
strength of Mexico as compared with 
th at of the United States,” he added, 
“ will u nderstand that it is absu rd to 
su ppose that Mexico wishes to face the 
United States in a military way. 


“Mexico is not bou nd with any other 
cou ntry nor has any agreement which 
m ay compel her to u nite her strength 
or her interests with those of other 
cou ntries. 
Neither 
will 
she 
volu n­ 
tarily go to war with any cou ntry ex­ 
cepting in the 
case of self 
defense, 
shou ld she be the object of a aggres­ 
sion becau se then she wou ld have the 
inevitable du ty of doing her u tmost 
to maintain her independence.” 
As to Nicaragu a, Senor Saenz said 
it was evident th at Mexico had no in­ 
terests whatever in that cou ntry, nor 
political views of any kind, nor any 
aims of territorial expansions, nor an”

formed the senate in a reply to its re­ 
qu est for information on the su bject. 
“The treasu ry does not wish to u se 
dangerou s su bstances as dénatu rants” 
Mellon said, 
“bu t congress has im­ 
posed u pon the treasu ry the du ty of 
specifying 
an 
effective 
dénatu rant 
readily available to indu stry.” 
Wood alcohol is “the simplest dé­ 
natu rant” meeting the requ irements oc 
law, the secretary said, and while the 
treasu ry has been searching for years 
for a su bstitu te, none has been fou nd. 
“The treasu ry 
feels, then” 
he de­ 
clared, “that it has not the discretion, 
u nder exisiting laws 
to abandon 
ef­ 
fective dénatu rant in favor of one not 
harmfu l bu t ineffective.” 
As far as the senate’s requ est for

B. Wheeler,

The council finds that too little at­ 
tention has been g iven researches on 
farm mechanical equipment by state 
and federal experiment stations.

None of us dreamed for a moment the 
Titanb would sink.

“On the Carpathia they tried to take 
the child from me, but I had given my 
word to deliver it to its grandparents 
and I meant to keep it. The child was 
well cared for, of course, and after we 
reached New York I took it ashore 
with me and then back to England, 
where 1 was met by the grandparents 
at Liverpool and handed her over to 
them. 
At the time 1 was well com­ 
pensated financially, and after the

quiries, at both of which I gave evi­ 
dence, 1 returned to my calling on the 
sea. 
“The grandparents would write me 
and send me money on the Titanic s 
anniversary, but it was not until the 
war that I saw them again.
